EDMONTON, Alberta. (A>)--Pro¬ 
vincial Premier William Aberhart's 
profit-.sharing .social credit plan, 
which contemplates m.aking a gra¬ 
tuitous state income available to 
every adult citizen in his province, 
has all Canada guessing as to just 
what is happening. 

During an investigation in Alber¬ 
ta and a 5,000-mile swing through 
the dominion, this writer did not 
find a single person, outside Aber- 
hart’s own cabinet, who could .say 
Just what is in the mind of Can¬ 
ada's mo.st sensational personality, 
who is called the "man of destiny” 
by his admirers, and a dangerous 
potential dictator by his opponents. 
This was true even in the capital 
of Alberta. 

Bankers and other economic ex¬ 
perts, and business men of all 
cla.s.ses, with whom I talked, are 
running around in circles. They 
admit freely that they are in a 
state of nerves as Aberhart, backed 
by the acclaims and votes of the 
masses, proceeds to wield the big , 
stick to drive his program into j 
operation.

clearly, through their dark-gla.s.ses 
of condemnation, is that the 
scheme projects the scrapping of 
orthodox economic ideas and the 
substitution of a regime which 
means (.so they assert) an arbi¬ 
trary leveling off of the wealth of 
the province, with the moneyed cit¬ 
izens footing the bill in the long 
run. 

Aberhart is understood to have 
got his initial ideas from the works 
of Major C. H, Douglas, the Eng- 
li.sh economist, who is said to be 
the father of the .-.oeial credit 
theory.

Find Ancient Skeletons of 
Mother and Unborn Infant 

\^'orknlen dug away dirt near Costa Alesa and raised the cur¬ 
tain on a drama of birth and death which had been buried for hun¬ 
dreds of years. 

Santa Ana physicians, hearing of the discovery, went there to 
perform an autopsy over the ancient skeletons of a mother and her 
unborn baby. Their verdict was that the woman had died before 
giving birth to the infant. The bay skeleton was found within that 
of the mother, according to John Winterbourne, supervisor of the 
H'PA archaeological project on which the find was made. 

Delayed birth, the doctors said, caused the mother's death. The 
infant skull was abnormally large for an unborn child. The fea¬ 
ture of the discovery over which the physicians marveled was that 
in the lower jaw of the infant were seven teeth which had pierced 
the gums. This is extremely rare, said the physicians. 

The skeletons were found in an old Indian burial ground which 
is believed to antedate arrival of the Spaniards. The mother's 
skeleton, lying on its side, was flexed, with the knees drawn up. 
Approximately 75 skeletons have been found in this burial ground.

MOSCOW. UP )—Soviet Russia 
has demanded establishment of a 
virtual blockade of Poijtugal by 
the British and French navies to 
halt supplies of arms for Spanish 
insurgents, officials disclosed to¬ 
night. 

The demand was made by Rus¬ 
sian diplomatic officials to Lord 
Plymouth, chairman of the inter¬ 
national non-intervention commit¬ 
tee, in London today. 

Immediate establishment of 
"control” over Portuguese ports, 
it stated, is the only way to end 
the supply of arms to the Fascist 
armies in Spain. 

Want No Delay 

An official communique stated: 

"We demand from the commit¬ 
tee the establishment of such con¬ 
trol. We suggest the enforcement 
of the control measures be turned 
over to the French or British fleet 
or both. 

M. Kagan, the Soviet represent¬ 
ative on the non-intervention com¬ 
mittee, asked that the group be 
convoked without delay to consid¬ 
er the new Soviet proposal.

The 
reports also declared $10,000,000 
worth of securities had been trans¬ 
ferred. 

“No Need for Fear” 

(In Toronto, S, H. Logan, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Bankers as¬ 
sociation, asserted he had no 
knowledge of the financial trans¬ 
fers.) 

Premier Aberhart .said there is 
no need for fear on the part of 
anyone owning securities or pos¬ 
sessing a bank account in Al¬ 
berta. 

"You need have no fear this 
government will take anything 
from you,” he declared. “The 
great aim of this government is 
to provide a feeling of security.”

Here is the objective 
of social credit, as set forth under 
his name in this year’s Canadian 
almanac: 

Efficient Distribution 

"The objective of social credit is 
a more efficient distribution of the 
goods and services which our mod¬ 
ern industrial and commercial sys¬ 
tem is capable of producing. Social 
credit aims to bring consumption 
into line with actual and potential 
production by increasing effective 
purchasing power. The scientific 
principles upon which social credit 
is based are calculated to solve the 
problem created by the existence 
of abundance on one hand and pov¬ 
erty on the other. 

■’The two major instruments 
upon which social credit relies for 
the attainments of this objective 
are the basic dividend and the just 
price. The basic dividend is a 
monthly credit to be made avail¬ 
able to every adult citizen. This 
credit gives claim to goods and 
thereby increasing pur-

ers, business men and farmers 
agr ee that, in addition to the basic 
dividends, they will deposit a cer¬ 
tain part of their incomes in the 
credit hou.se to purchase credit. 
Obviously the big businessman or 
wheat farmer wiil establish much 
more credit than the little fellow— 
a day laborer for example. 

With credit constantly circulat¬ 
ing, consumption will be increased, 
it is claimed. This in turn will 
stimulate production and result in 
the establishment of new indus¬ 
tries; the wealth of the province 
will increase. Actual cash needed 
for external operations will come 
into the province—mostly into the 
hands of the government -through 
exports, such as wheat, and pay¬ 
ments for services rendered by citi¬ 
zens to people outside the province. 

In order to make the scheme 
work, the amount of credit in cir¬ 
culation must balance the con¬ 
sumption. 

Levy on I.’pper Brackets 

To reduce the credit, so the writ¬ 
er was told authoritatively, a cer¬ 
tain amount of credit would be 
cancelled in the balances of those 
who have a lot of it piled up. If 
a man has $200,000 saved in credit, 
the government will destroy just so 
much as is necessary to equalize 
consumption, this man, of course, 
losing only the same proportion as 
others in the upper register. 

Other forms of levy on so-called 
unearned increment are contem¬ 
plated and income taxes already 
have been increased. 

Those who are fighting Aberhart 
cite the.se things as indications 
that he intends to take heavily 
from the rich to provide for the 
poor. 

. In this connection here is a bit 
of social credit creed, taken from 
Aberhai't’s own social credit man¬ 
ual, issued last year before his 
election: 

Would Limit Income 

"Is it the intention under social 
credit to limit the income of citi¬ 
zens to a certain maximum? An¬ 
swer: Yes, it is, for no one should 
be allowed to have an income 
greater than he himself and his 
loved ones can possibly enjoy, to 
the privation of his fellow citi¬ 
zens.” 

Again; “If I should leave Al¬ 
berta, would I lose everything ? 
Answer: No. You would be able 
to sell your property if you so de¬ 
sired. You could carry your bonds 
with you, if you preferred to do

services, thereby increasing pur¬ 
chasing power and stimulating dis¬ 
tribution. The just price is a scien¬ 
tific means of effecting price con¬ 
trol so as to prevent exorbitant 
profits from depriving the con¬ 
sumer of the benefits to be de¬ 
rived through the credits issued 
through the basic dividend. The 
purpose of social credit is to return 
to the consumer the full benefits 
accruing from mass production 
which have been made possible by 
our collective form of society.” 

Objective Obscured 

Now the film begins to dance 
and blur. The objective can still 
be seen in the background, but it 
is partiaily obscured by a fore¬ 
ground that represents constantly 
changing views as the experiment¬ 
ers feel their way. If you see the 
picture run over and over, and 
analyze it, you begin to get this 
view, if confusing technical terms 
are sheared away. 

Aberhart’s plan would turn the 
province into a huge profit-sharing 
corporation, in which every citizen 
would be a shareholder and draw 
actual dividends monthly. These 
dividends would not be in cash, but 
in credit which would have the 
purchasing power of cash. They 
could theoretically be large enough 
to provide everybody with the ne¬ 
cessities of life and, in due course, 
with many luxuries. 

The credit is based on the nat¬ 
ural resources of the provinces. It 
applies only to operations within 
the province, and not to external 
deals. 

How It Operates 

With credit in the hands of ev¬ 
erybody, the thing theoretically 
will operate like this: A laborer 
will tender a draft on his govern¬ 
ment credit to the grocer for food; 
the grocer will use this credit to 
purchase a suit of clothes from the 
clothier, who in turn will employ 
it for some need of his own. 

Thus the credit will keep circu-

HUNTINGTON BEACH.—Just 
why the Huntington Beach Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce committee on a

City officials reporfed that at a 
recent meeting of the city council 
final detailed plans for the struc¬ 
ture had been ordered drawn and 
presented to the PWA after it had 
been learned by Councilman Lee 
Chamness and City Engineer Har¬ 
ry Overmyer that the Huntington 
Beach hail project had been 
dropped from third place to twen¬ 
ty-third place on a preferred list 
of PWA projects. 

Project Held Up 

Lack of the detailed plans were 
the cause of the replacing of the 
project on the list PWA officials 
were asserted to have told local 
officials. 

Chamber of commerce commit¬ 
teemen who worked to put the spe¬ 
cial measure over at the election 
last April also feel that the civic 
body should be consulted in regard 
to the plans for the big hall, Vic¬ 
tor Terry, chairman of the group 
stated. Terr.v and other civic 
leaders will hold a conference with 
city officials in the near future. 

A recommendation that the city 
place a neon sign at the Five 
Points intersection north of the 
city pointing out the Main street 
route to Huntington Beach, will 
akso be made to city officials at a 
meeting of the council Oct. 19, It 
was learned today. Dr. L. F. Whit¬ 
taker, chairman of the sign com¬ 
mittee of the chamber made a rec¬ 
ommendation that the sign be in¬ 
stalled and directors of the body 
approved the plan.

SEEK SURVEY 
ON BEACH 
EROSION 

NEWPORT-BALBOA. — Beach 
erosion problems of Orange county 
will probably be laid before the 
United States Beach Erosion 
board at Washington, D. C,, next 
week when City Engineer R. L. 
Patterson and Harry Welch, sec¬ 
retary of the Newport Harbor 
chamber of commerce make a fly¬ 
ing trip to the nation’s capital. 

Patterson is expected to file ap¬ 
plication for a beach erosion sur¬ 
vey en^racing all of Orange coun¬ 
ty witii the United States group. 
The committee, composed of three 
United States army engineers and 
two civilian engineers is making 
a series of studies of beach erosion 
conditions along both the Atlantic 
and Pacific roasts. Los Angeles, 
Ventura and Santa Barbara coun¬ 
ties have already made applica¬ 
tion for the erosion surveys to 
be made in those areas. Patter¬ 
son said. 

The work would be in line with 
a preliminary survey concluded by 
the city engineer’s office at New¬ 
port Beach today on a section of 
ocean front in West Newport 
were erosion two years ago de¬ 
stroyed nearly a score of ocean 
front homes. 

Dredged material which was 
pumped onto the ocean front at 
the point of greatest erosion has 
been cut away for nearly 100 feet 
since the dredging was completed 
and recently city officials author¬ 
ized the local survey. The probe, 
concluded today, revealed that the 
ocean bottom, which formerly 
dropped sharply, has levelled out 
considerably, Patterson reported. 
A slight shifting of .sand to the 
west toward the mouth of the 
Santa Ana river was also reported 
in the survey. 

Decision as to just what meth¬ 
ods should be followed to prevent 
the constant shifting and cutting 
away of the beach at the point 
will probably be worked out from 
the survey study, officials believe. 
A similar survey made of the 
entire county coast line and co¬ 
ordinated with survey in other 
adjoining counties would be of 
great value in prohibiting unfore¬ 
seen developments along the coast 
in the future, engineers believe.

Gases Deteriorate Pipes, 
Resulting in Central 
Avenue Cavein 

Newport Beach was faced with 
the problem of rebuilding prac¬ 
tically all of its many miles of 
concrete sewer collection mains to¬ 
day as the result of sudden col¬ 
lapse of several .sections of the 
collection system, it was revealed. 

City workmen were authorized 
to replace approximately ,500 feet 
of concrete main with vitrified 
clay pipe on Central avenue be¬ 
tween Eighth and Ninth streets 
yesterday after the top of the con¬ 
crete main caved in. 

Built in 1022 

Inspection of the pipe revealed 
that .sewer gases had deteriorated 
the pipe until it had collapsed, 
officials .said. The main was in¬ 
stalled in 1922 and serves the en¬ 
tire Balboa and Balboa peninsula 
district. 

A thorough inspection of the en¬ 
tire collection main .system is ex¬ 
pected to be ordered by city of¬ 
ficials as a result of the collapse. 

Attention was directed to the 
condition of the main a few days 
ago when it became clogged. 
Workmen attempted for days to 
clean the line and finally launched 
an excavation project which re¬ 
vealed the condition of the pipe. 

Grant Received 

Citizens only recently approved 
a $300,000 bond i.ssue for the con¬ 
struction of a new vitrified pipe 
main to Corona Del Mar and Bal¬ 
boa island and for the construc¬ 
tion of a new sewage treatment 
plant. 

A $1,02,000 federal grant was 
received a few days ago to aug¬ 
ment the bond i.ssue but officials 
have not yet determined whether 
the bond money could be used for 
the repair of the mains in other 
.sections of town.

When Andrew Johnson took the 
presidency the South was literally 
in ruins. Before congress met in 
December he attempted to restore 
the Southern states to their places 
in the Union. Congress did not 
approve of such action, and the 
bitter fight resulted in an impeach¬ 
ment trial. Johnson barely es¬ 
caped removal from office. 

He said his actions were Just 
what Lincoln would have done. 
The South, he .said, should be re¬ 
stored to the Union and not pun¬ 
ished. His was a gigantic job. 

On Christmas day, 1868, he is¬ 
sued a pardon to all who had 
taken part in the secession. 

Born in poverty in the old South, 
Johnson served an apprenticeship 
to a tailor. He taught himself to 
read, and organized a labor move¬ 
ment which chose him alderman. 


GARDNER 

He was elected mayor of Green¬ 
ville, Tenn., and served as a legis¬ 
lator, governor and senator, all as 
a Democrat. He opposed land 
owners and slave holder.-;. 

He .stood by Lincoln’s principle 
that no nation could exist halt free 
and half slave. His was a stormy 
administration; bitterness still ex- 
i.sted, and some wanted to puni.sh 
the South. Since the North had 
won, the President stood for par¬ 
don and peaceful reconstruction. 

Biographical Data 
Born Dec. 29, 1808, he was the 
son of Jacob Johnson, a sexton and 
constable, and Mary McDonough. 
He married Eliza McCardlc in 
1827, and they had three sons and 
two daughtcr.s. Elected vice presi¬ 
dent with Lincoln, he took office 
when Lincoln was shot. He died 
July 31, 187.5.

We now come to the situation 
of the 1936 citrus pickers’ strike. 
Without fear of contradiction we 
express as our belief that this 
strike contained more diverse ele¬ 
ments of radical agitation and 
more complications than have ever 
been known in an agricultural 
strike any place or any time. 

Lillian Monroe, previously men¬ 
tioned and well known for her ac¬ 
tivities with other Communists, 
appeared in Los Angeles the first 
of the year and cstablLshed a 
downtown headquarters for a new 
labor organization known as the 
Federation of Agricultural Work¬ 
ers Union of America, Lillian Mon¬ 
roe had left her former comrades 
in the Commintern or Third Inter¬ 
national and we now find her a 
convert to the new Socisflist- 
Trotskyite coalition, the Trotsky- 
ites being the Fourth Internation¬ 
alists, all three groups obtaining 
their basic beliefs from one .souref, 
the Communist manifesto of Karl 
Marx. 

New Leadership 

The Socialist group had openly 
and publicly accu.sed the Commin¬ 
tern Communists of failing in 
their strike program in California 
agriculture and claimed to have 
succeeded to that leadership, par¬ 
ticularly in view of the fact that 
the old Communist leaders in ag¬ 
riculture were imprisoned as a re¬ 
sult of the Sacramento criminal 
syndicalism trial. 

The first act of Monroe was the 
participation in a field worker.s' 
strike in the Chula Vista district. 
She then returned to Los Angeles 
and incorporated into her federa- 
j tion all the radical unions she 
could gather, irrespective of the 
1 technical nature of their beliefs. 
These unions were radical unions 
of Americans, Japanese, Filipinos, 
and all the Mexican unions of 
' Velarde's confederacion or C. U. 
; C. O. M. 

Strikes Follow 

j On March 16, 1936, they made 
impossible demands upon the 
.Southern California Farm federa- 
! tion which, of course, were refused. 
^ Followed the two months' strikes 
in the field areas of Los Angeles 
i county. 

I On March 18, 1936, a list of 16 
' demands with .several subsections 
were made upon several growers’ 
associations in Orange county with 
the intent of serving notice on all 
associations and shippers. The.se 
demands were signed by Lillian 
Monroe, William Velarde and Es- 
taban Muniz. Publicity by the 
growers telling who Lillian Monroe 
and her followers were caused the 
Mexican union repre.sentative to 
publicly state they had severei! all 
I connections with her and her fed¬ 
eration. 

.Second Deiiiuiid .Made 

This was not actually done, as 
Monroe and Velarde continued to 
work together, and months later 
we find Lillian Monroe still active 
in the strike. This first set of de¬ 
mands preceded by two months 
the regular harvesting of the va- 
I lencia crop, as the first regular 
prorate for shipments was re¬ 
ceived for May 18. 

A second set of demands some¬ 
what modified was made upon the 
associations on April 24, and on 
June 5 a communication from 
Mexican Consul Hill notified the 
growers that they had until 2 
o'clock on June 10 to answer their 
demands. 

Early in March representatives 
from the various growers’ associ¬ 
ations and shippers had met to 
; discuss picking conditions with re¬ 
lations to wages, for the coming 
season. A final decision was made 
to raise the pay from 5 cents per 
box and I 2 cent per bo.x bonus to 
I 5',i cents per box plus a ’2 cent 
j bonus. This rate to apply to nor- 
I mal picking. 

Assure Equal Earnings 
I In those areas where picking 
was poorer as a result of exces- 
! sive wind damage a basic hourly 
1 wage plus a per box rate was es- 
I tablished to assure the workers of 
I equal earnings. Furthermore it 
j was decided that for any groves 
I offering poor picking as well as 
those groves in which selective 
picking later in the season would 
reduce earnings, rates were to be 
adjusted to assure an average of 
at least 30 cents per hour. 

Previous to the calling of the 
strike a delegation from the pick¬ 
ers’ union called upon a repre¬ 
sentative of the associations in¬ 
quiring as to the disposition of the 
demands. They were told that 
each association was an individual 
employer having different picking 
conditions and problems and that

each association wished to deal 
with its own employes and would 
be glad to do so at any time. They 
were furthermore told of the new 
wage scale and were asked to at 
least wait until the regular picking 
started and determine fairly what 
their actual earnings would be and 
then if they found them inadequate 
make their requests. , 

Strike Called 

This proposition was not accept¬ 
able to them. Wages or conditions I 
of employment were after all 
merely secondary. They did not 
wish to deal directly with their 
employers; it was the union. Un¬ 
ion recognition and union bargain¬ 
ing—that was really the point of 
contention with them. 

The growers answered the noti¬ 
fication of Consul Hill refusing to 
deal with union leaders, not in any 
way connected with the industry 
and headed by a resident of Los 
Angeles county. They asked the 
consul to do what he could to 
avert a strike. 

In accordance with the deadline 
set in Hill’s statement the strike 
was called the night of the tenth.

lons of inedible molasses, 166,687,- 
.367 pounds of cottonseed oil and 
245,850,922 pounds of animal tal¬ 
lows. 

Roo.sevelt raised our prices on 
agricultural products. But for 
whom? We paid correspondingly 
high prices to foreign farmers for 
imported agricultural necessities. 
The taxpayers met the difference 
by “adjustments,” which consist¬ 
ed in paying American farmers a 
bounty for destroying their crops 
and livestock. 

Huge Debt 

These basic notions of the New 
Deal are not within the confines 
of American democracy because 
I every one of them is based upon 
! restriction, centralized control and 
destruction. They have cost the 
American taxpayers a debt of! 

In a 
speech a year ago at Atlanta, 
Roosevelt asserted that the “debt 
ceiling” of the United States was 
I near 70 billion dollars.

Every loaf of bread sold in Cali¬ 
fornia must weigh 16 or 24 ounces 
avoirdupois, D. W. Tubbs, sealer 
of weights and measures for Or¬ 
ange county, pointed out today. 

He directed attention to provi¬ 
sions of the state bread act which 
require that all bread shall he in 
standard weight loaves of 16 
ounces, 24 ounces, or multiples of 
those standards. 

Twin loaves or multiple loaves 
may be offered for sale provided 
each unit of such twin or multiple 
loaf conforms to the standard 
weights. Two pieces of dough, 
baked in one pan, and easily brok¬ 
en apart into two loaves, make a 
twin loaf.

Left-overs

How many, many delicious 
ways there are to serve corn. 

Today’s offering gives three 
easy-to-make variations of recipes 
using left-over corn 0(1 the cob. 

Corn Pasties 

Make your favorite biscuit re¬ 
cipe and roll the dough as thin as 
you can. Cut in rounds. Combine 
1 cup cooked corn pulp with 1 
tea.spoon finely minced pimiento, 

1 teaspoon finely minced parsley, 
salt, pepper and melted butter to 
season. Place 2 tablespoons of 
mixture in the center of each 
round, turn the dough as for turn¬ 
overs and seal the edges together 
with the prongs of a fork. Brush 
with melted butter and bake in a 
hot oven until the crust is crisp 
and golden brown. 

Corn and Salmon Pie 

Heat 2 tablespoons fat, blend in 

2 tablespoons flour, >4 teaspoon 
salt and pepper to season. Add 
1(4 cups milk gradually and cook 
over hot water, stirring constant¬ 
ly until slightly thick. Add 1 cup 
cooked or canned salmon broken 
into large flakes and 1 cup cooked 
or canned whole-kernel com. Pour 
into a rather shallow casserole. 
Make a soft biscuit dough and 
drop from a spoon about 1 inch 
apart on top of the creamed mix¬ 
ture. Bake in a moderate oven 
about 30 minutes or until the bis¬ 
cuits are a delicate brown. Serve 
at once. 

Cheese-Corn Pudding 

Scrape enough fresh corn from 
the cobs to make 2 cups. Blend 
with three eggs beaten until light, 
% cup milk, 4 tablespoons melted 
butter, salt and paprika to taste. 
Turn half of this mixture into a 
greased baking dish, cover with 
thin slices of American "store” 
cheese and add the remaining corn 
mi.xture. Cover with cheese and 
bake in a very slow oven for 40 
minutes. Serve very hot. A crisp 
green salad, cru.sty rolls and a 
fruit dessert goes well with this.

T axpayers win be interested in the proposal of Coun¬ 
ty Treasurer T. E. Stephenson that Orange county in¬ 
vest SoOO.OOO of its surplus funds in high grade county 
school district bonds at 5 per cent, instead of salting the 
money away in the banks at 1 per cent or less. 

Mr. Stephenson believes that his plan will net the 
taxpayers a nice piece of money that otherwise would go 
to the bankers. According to newspaper arithmetic, on 
the basis of the fig'ares given above, the public gain 
would be S20,000 a year. 

In taking time out to think over the proposal, som.e 
of the super\usors have indicated that such an investment 
might be considered illegal speculation with public funds. 

From a technical standpoint, perhaps they are cor¬ 
rect. 

But from a common sense viewpoint, why shouldn't 
Orange county school district bonds be a safe place for the 
county treasury' to put part of the huge cash surplus? 

All of the surplus money was paid in originally by 
Orange county people. 

Orange county people will be called upon to pay these 
bonds when due. 

Their credit has been good in the past. It should be 
just as good in the future. 

The transaction which Mr. Stephenson proposes is 
simply a case of investing Orange county money in Or¬ 
ange county. It will pay the ta.xpayers a profit of some 
$20,000 a year. 

It seems to be an unusually so'und and wise way to 
put part of the county's cash surplus to work.

F lashing speed—induced by broad highways, power¬ 
ful motorcars and burn.'—is blamed by the California 
Highway patrol for many of the fatal accidc.its in Orange 
county's disgraceful 1936 death toll of 62. 

Pure speed alone caused 11 of the deaths recorded 
so far. say officers who investigated the crashes. Next 
most prolific cause of death was darkness. Most fatal 
time of the week was late Saturday night. Most of the 
victims were visitors rushing to their homes in Los An¬ 
geles or elsewhere in the Southland. 

If these 62 people had been killed in an e.xplosion. 
earthquake, fire or strike riot—the news would have 
been flashed around the earth. But since they were only 
traffic casualties—well, public indifference is still too 
great.

If you would live to a ripe old 
age go to or remain on the farm. 
This IS one of the interesting 
findings made by the public health 
service in a study- covering 10 
states. Agricultur'dl workers in 
the states studied were shown to 
have a much lower rate than suc¬ 
cessful! business and professional 
me.n. 

The mortality rate of agricul¬ 
tural workers per 1000 population, 
between the ages of 15 and 64 ! 
was 6 2 per cent. That of pro¬ 
fessional men was 7 per cent. 
The highest rate. 13 1 per cent, 
was for unskilled workers, while 
the rate for all classes was 8.7 
per cent. Contributing factors to 
the high death rate in the un¬ 
skilled class included diet, hous¬ 
ing. amount of medical care, con¬ 
tact with infected persons and low- 
income. Tuberculosis and pneu¬ 
monia were the two most out¬ 
standing causes, with accidents 
ranking third.

T hat dreaded holiday—Hallowe’en—is close upon us. 

And what makes it dreaded? Not witches and gob¬ 
lins—they hurt no one. But young vandals, bent upon 
real mischief—rather than harmless fun. 

Last year a group of young devils cut down a clothes¬ 
line.
